include the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, but 
practically all the important houses in the large centres of 
distribution are normally contributors; owing to war-time 
disturbances the sample has become less representative than it 
used to be. The particulars relate to all classes of textile goods, 
including wearing apparel for men, women and children, as well 
as furnishings, and also some non-textile goods ; in computing 
the value of sales or stocks the purchase tax has been omitted. 
In view of the appreciable rise in price which has occurred for a 
number of textile goods since the outbreak of war, the figures 
should not be taken as representing the volume of goods sold 
or in stock. 

The index numbers for export trade, previously published, 
have been omitted ; they covered only a small proportion of the 
country’s total exports of textile goods, and were liable to be 
misinterpreted. The space thus released has been used to give 
an indication of the normal seasonal movements in home trade 
sales and in stocks based on the experience of 1935-38, the 
average of the months being equated to 100. 

* * * * * 


October.—Home trade sales in October are normally about the 
same as in September, both months being nearly 40 per cent. 
above the year’s average owing to heavy despatches of winter 
goods. This year, however, the winter goods season began in 
August, and the rise in September was unusually small; sales in 
October were 14 per cent. higher than in September, but still 
only 16 per cent. above the average of the previous twelve 
months, so that clearly the autumn seasonal movement is now 
very much less than pre-war. The rise of 9 per cent. by value 
compared with October last year implies little change in volume, 
despite the reduced clothes ration, so that supplies reaching the 
shops should be fully adequate. 

The higher level of sales in October caused a fall of 9 per cent. 
in the index for stocks during the month. Compared with 
stocks at the end of August (the pre-war peak period), stocks 
had fallen by the same proportion by the end of October this 
year as in a normal peace-time year.

MACHINERY, PLANT AND APPLIANCES 
(CONTROL) ORDER 
GENERAL LICENCE 

Under the Machinery, Plant and Appliances (Control) Orders, 
1942 (see the ‘* Board of Trade Journal ” of 10 January, page 19, 
and of 27 June, page 306), a General Licence (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 2360, price 1d.), dated 17 November 1942, has been issued 
permitting any person to acquire controlled goods of Class 67 
needed for converting liquid fuel burning machinery and plant 
to creosote-pitch burning, provided that such goods are being 
acquired for effecting conversions at the instance of the Petroleum 
Board acting under the authority of the Minister of Fuel and 
Power.

CONTROL OF JUTE BAGS 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Jute Bags 
(No. 1) Ordgr, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2325, price 2d.), which 
is designed to ensure that the best possible use is made of supplies 
of jute bags in the country to save shipping space required to 
bring in new supplies. 

All persons who have any interest in jute bags should make 
themselves acquainted with the terms of the Order. Users 
(ie. persons who use jute bags to pack their commodities), 
emptiers (i.e., persons who receive commodities in jute bags) and 
collectors, dealers and repairers are particularly concerned. 

The Order lists the classes of goods that may be delivered in 
used jute bags, and imposes restrictions on disposals and 
acquisitions. Collectors, dealers and repairers are free to supply 
bags to persons who require them to pack permitted goods, 
Anyone is free to acquire from a person to whom he delivers 
permitted goods, bags of types similar to those he has supplied 
and which have contained a similar type of goods. Otherwise 
people who empty bags must dispose of their empty bags to 
regular collectors, dealers and repairers. 

The Order makes it incumbent upon all persons having jute 
bags in their possession (whether new or used) to take the greatest 
care of them and to make the most economical use of them. 

Returns are required every three months by the Jute Control, 
1, Victoria Road, Dundee, from :— 

(a) Users who during the twelve months ended 30 June 1942 

used more than 5,000 used jute bags for packing permitted 

goods, and : 

(b) Collectors, dealers and repairers who during the twelve 

months ended 30 June 1942, sold more than 10,000 used jute 

bags. 

Those affected can obtain details of the information required 
either through the Government Department or Ministry of 
Supply Raw Material Control concerned with their commodity, 
or by enquiry to the Jute Control, 1 Victoria Road, Dundee. 
Users should make their returns on their own paper. 

Collectors, dealers and repairers should apply for return forms 
to the Jute Control, 1, Victoria Road, Dundee.

ADVICE TO SHIPPERS

ADDITIONS TO “BLACK LIST” 

The Board of Trade announce that they have made the Trading 
with the Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 18) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. No. 2324, price 3d.), which came into 
force on 23 November, containing 483 additions to the “‘ Black 
List” of traders in neutral countries with whom it is unlawful 
to have dealings of any kind. Persons owing moneys to, or 
holding or managing the property of, specified persons are 
reminded that they are under statutory obligation to report 
particulars to the Custodian of Enemy Property. sock 


AMENDMENTS TO FLINTS (LIGHTERS) 
(MAXIMUM PRICES) ORDER, 1942 


Two changes have been made in the Flints (Lighters) (Maxi- 
mum Prices) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1065, see the 
“‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 13 June 1942, page 291), after 
consultation with the Central Price Regulation Committee. The 
first simplifies the definition of flints by the inclusion of industrial 
flints with certain exceptions, and will not effect the general 
working of the Order. The second is an adjustment of the prices 
in the schedule for gas lighter flints. The maximum price on 
sale to a wholesaler has been altered from 16s. 9d. to 20s. a gross 
and the maximum price on sale to a retailer from 21s. to 25s., to 
give a retail price of 3d. each instead of 2}d. This has been done 
to balance the relation between weight and price, because gas 
lighter flints are three times as large as pocket lighter flints. 

These amendments are contained in the Flints (Lighters) 
(Maximum Prices) (No. 2) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2182, 
price ld.), which comes into operation on 1 December 1942. 
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CAPITAL ISSUES EXEMPTIONS ORDER, 1942 


The Treasury announce the issue of the Capital Issues Exemp- 
tions Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2369, price 1d.), which 
comes into operation on 1 December 1942. 

The new Order is supplementary to the Capital Issues Exemp- 
tions Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 648, price ld.). Its 
principal feature is the cancellation of. paragraph 2 (1) (f) of 
that Order, the effect of which was to exempt from the necessity 
for Treasury sanction “issues of securities for the purpose of 
effecting the amalgamation of two or more companies, or the 
absorption of one or more companies by another company, or 
the acquisition by one company of control of another company, 
so long as the operation does not involve the subscription of any 
new money.” Such issues in future will require the specific 
consent of the Treasury, and applications for such consent 
should be made to the Secretary, Capital Issues Committee, 
Welcombe Hotel, Stratford-on Avon

JOINT COUNCIL OF 
PROFESSIONAL SCIENTISTS 


A Joint Council of Professional Scientists, representing over 
10,000 qualified scientists, has been set up under the chairmanship 
of Sir Robert Pickard, F.R.S., by the Institutes of Chemistry 
and Physics in association with representatives of professional 
botanists, geologists, mathematicians and zoologists. The 
Council has been established to voice the collective opinion of 
qualified scientists on matters of public interest, to provide a 
liaison between professional organisations of scientists for co- 
ordinated action in matters of common interest, and in particular 
to concern itself with (A) the utilisation of scientists to the best 
advantage in the service of the community ; (B) the education, 
training, supply and employment of scientists ; (C) the better 
understanding of the place of scientists in the community ; 
(D)-the maintenance of adequate qualifications and ethical 
standards among professional scientists; (E) the supply of 
information and advice to public and other bodies on matters 
affecting scientists.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has forwarded copies 
of Notifications Nos. 51-53 I.T.C./42 dated 19 September, which 
provide for the fcllowing amendments to Notifications Nos. 
25 I.T.C./40, 56 1.T.C./41 and 22 L.T.C./42 :—

clause (v) insert clause (vi) “‘ any materials of such descriptions 
imported by the Government of the United States of America 
for the use of the American Forces in India.” 

Notification No. 56 I.T.C./41 (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 8 November 1941, page 283, and subsequent notices).—After 
clause (x) insert clause (xi) “any goods imported by the 
Government of the United States of America for the use of 
the American Forces in India.”

INCREASED DUTY ON CIGARETTES

from 6s. 4d. to 7s. 4d. per lb. (British Preferential Tariff) and from 
9s. 6d. to 10s. 6d. per Ib. (General Tariff).

SUSPENSION OF IMPORT DUTIES ON ANIMAL- 
DRAWN VEHICLES AND PARTS THEREOF 

H.M. Senior TradeCommissioner at Dublin hasforwarded a copy 
of a notice, No. 419, issued by the Eire Revenue Commissioners, 
which states that the Government of Eire have made an Order 
continuing for the period 6 November 1942 to 30 April 1943, 
the suspension of the import duties on animal-drawn vehicles 
and component parts thereof (Tariff reference No. 260). 


NEW ZEALAND 
IMPORT LICENSING—SEVENTH PERIOD 


With reference to the notices under the above heading in the 
* Board of Trade Journal” of 21 September, page 434, and 
24 August, pages 390-393, H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at 
Wellington has reported the following further modifications in 
the Schedule of import restrictions for the seventh period :— 


Tariff Item and Goods 


ex 180/1. Plain tablecloths, sheets, towels, etc. 

The importation from the United Kingdom of plain tablecloths, 
sheets, towels (including Terry or Turkish), etc., and similar 
plain articles classified under Tariff Item 180(1) may be per- 
mitted under licences granted in respect of cotton, etc., piece- 
goods. 
ex 120 (3). Vitamins, vitamin concentrates and mixtures of such 

substances (excluding wheat germ oil). 

This is to be regarded as a ‘‘C” item instead of “‘ BB” for 
the Seventh Period. 
ex 301. —- Printed books, papers, etc. (except school text-books, 

etc.). 

The additional licences granted for imports of printed books, 
ete., from the United Kingdom and Australia may be utilised 
for imports of periodicals and magazines. 





ex 339. Electric torch bulbs. 
It has been decided to make electric torch bulbs an “ MS” 
item. 


NIGERIA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


, 


The “ Nigeria Gazette’ of 24 September contains a copy of 
Open General Licence No. 11 which permits the importation 
from any part of the British Empire having a currency based 
on sterling, of all articles made of cotton or of linen or of artificial 
silk which do not consist of (a) artificial silk piece-goods made in 
or imported from the United Kingdom or (b) wearing apparel. 
Such goods may not be imported through the post or by air 
and the importer must produce at the time of importation a 
certificate of origin in the form required in Sierra Leone for the 
entry of goods under the British Preferential Tariff. 

For the purposes of this licence :— 

“Cotton,” “linen” and “artificial silk’ include goods 
containing 50 per cent. or more by weight of cotton or of linen, 
or of artificial silk, or of cotton, linen and artificial silk or any 
two thereof combined. Goods containing not more than 10 per 
cent. by weight of artificial silk shall not be deemed to be artificial 
silk piece-goods. 

“ Artificial silk ’’ includes synthetic fibre. 

** Piece-goods ’’ iucludes handkerchiefs, head ties, scarves 
muffters and sarongs of a greater area than $ sq. yd. (and other 
articles capable of being used as such) and fents. 

Open General Licence No. 7 (see ‘** Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 11 October 1941, page 226) and Open General Licence No. 9 
(see ‘Board of Trade Journal” of 24 January, page 52) are 
cancelled. 


FOREIGN 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
CONTROL OF IMPORTS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 24 October, pages 473-474, the 
Board of Trade have received a copy of “ Notice to Shippers, 
No. 88a,” issued by the American Vice-Consul at 38, Grosvenor 
Street, London, W.1, which is reproduced below :— 


“SPECIAL CERTIFICATES REQUIRED FOR SHIPMENTS TO THE 
UNITED STATES FOR TRANSHIPMENT TO CANADA, MEXICO 
OR ANY OTHER FoREIGN COUNTRY. 


“* Reference is made to Notice to Shippers No. 88, issued by 
this office on 27 September 1942, regarding the special certificate 
required to accompany all American consular invoices. 

‘Shippers are now advised that shipments to the United 
States for transhipment to Canada, Mexico or any other foreign 
country are also subject to the provisions of General Imports 
Order M-63. It will, therefore, be necessary for a shipper to 
complete the certificate stating that he has been informed by 
the consignee that the importation of the commodity into the 
United States for transhipment, covered by the certificate, 
meets with the requirements of General Imports Order M-63. 

‘* As American consular invoices are not required in connection 
with the shipment of goods in transit through the United States, 
it will henceforth be necessary for a shipper in this district to 
present for attestation to this office two copies of the completed 
special certificate with the relative commercial invoice securely 
attached to each copy. One copy will be retained by this office 
and the attested copy will be returned to the shipper to accom- 
pany the shipping documents. 

‘A consular fee of five shillings and twopence is prescribed 
for the attestation of the certificate, when it is issued for a 
shipment not covered by a consular invoice.” 


Trade and Industry 


BRAZIL 
COTTON PRODUCTION, 1942-43 


According to statistics recently published by the Bank of 
London and South America Limited in London, Brazil ranked 
as the world’s fourth largest cotton producer for the 1941-42 
season with 2,034,000 bales out of a total world production of 
26,087,000 bales. Production in the other five principal countries 
was as follows: the United States 10,599,000 bales, India 
4,640,000 bales; the Soviet Union, 3 million bales; Egypt, 
1,650,000 bales and China 1 million bales. 
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The first official estimate places cotton production in the 
northern States of Brazil for the 1942-43 season at 84,650 
metric tons compared with the third estimate of 105,783 tons 
for the 1941-42 season and a crop of 140,909 tons for 1940-41. 
The decline in estimated production is due to the irregularity and 
scarcity of rain. The production of the principal Northern States 
for 1942-43 is placed as follows: Parahyba, 20,000 tons; 
Pernambuco, 15,000 tons; Ceard, 15,000 tons; Rio Grande do 
Norte, 15,000 tons and Alagéas, 8,000 tons. ; 


BRITISH INDIA 


CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK: WHOLESALE 
PRICES 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates stated :— 


Bihar, 2 November. Crops are fair. 

Madras, 31 October. The sowing of paddy is proceeding. 
Crops are fair except in the Deccan. 

Central Provinces and Berar, 6 November. The harvesting of 
paddy is proceeding. Cotton-picking and rabi-sowing are going 
on. 

Assam, 16 November. Crop prospects are fair. 

Bengal, 11 November. Crops are fair. 

Orissa, 9 November. The harvesting of cotton is progressing. 
The paddy and sugarcane crops are thriving. 

Punjab, 9 November. Crops are average to above average in 
certain districts. 


WHOLESALE Price INDEX 


The wholesale price index for September is 206 compared with 
192 for August.—T'rade Commissioner for India in London. 


CANADA 
FISHING INDUSTRY 


The shortage of meat products for Canadian consumption has 
increased domestic demand on the fishing industry and at the 
same time the Dominion is committed to the shipment of a 
substantial amount of canned fish to Great Britain. Approxi- 
mately two-thirds of the 1941 pack of canned salmon went to 
Great Britain, but the pack was of record size and a small quantity 
was left for the Canadian market. In 1942-all canned salmon 


will go to Great Britain, regardless of the size of the pack. Early’ 


in the season the run of fish was very small but latterly catches 
have been so large that it has been necessary for the Government 
to close certain areas to enable the canneries to catch up. Because 
of the irregularities of the run this season it is difficult to estimate 
the final outturn but it is reported that the total pack will 
probably not be in excess of the amount shipped to Great 
Britain in 1941. 

On the eastern coast landings have been consistently lower 
than those in 1941 but returns to fishermen have been higher. 
The increased demand for fresh, frozen and canned fish is 
expected to maintain prices. 

Fishermen in the Maritime Provinces are now developing a 
new industry. The canning of tuna fish is expected to become 
increasingly important and the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
have established a special price ceiling to encourage the utilisation 
of tuna caught in Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island and 
Quebec.-—The Royal Bank of Canada, Montreal. 


LUMBER INDUSTRY 


No industry has seen greater changes than those affecting the 
lumber industry since the beginning of the war. A brisk demand 
immediately following the outbreak reduced available stocks of 
seasoned timber. A decline in demand from Great Britain 
occurred in 1941 but quantities were readily absorbed by the 
United States and total exports remained unchanged. During 
1942 there has been a rapid expansion of demand for lumber in 
all three markets, Great Britain, Canada and the United States, 
while at the same time shortage of labour has reduced the 
output of the Canadian lumber industry. The serious nature of 
this situation resulted in the issuing of an order by the Timber 
Controller of the Department of Munitions and Supply declaring 
that from 1 September last the lumber and logging industry is 
classified as an essential war industry. 

The Director of National Selective Service has made plans for 
the immediate provision of as much labour as is available. The 
use of lumber and timber in Canada by individuals and organisa- 
tions, both civil and military, is being rigidly controlled and the 





production of newsprint is also being controlled to conserve 
electric power and labour and to divert more logs from the 
manufacture of pulp to lumber. Exportation of logs from the 
Pacific coast to the United States Pacific Coast pulp mills is being 
drastically restricted and the Commodity Price Stabilisation 
Corporation is organising a lumber division to assist the 
industry. 

Canada’s 1941 production of lumber was approximately 
5 billion board feet of which 2,250 million feet were used in 
Canada. About 1,250 million feet each were exported to Great 
Britain and the United States and 250 million feet to other 
countries. The amount shipped to the United States was 
approximately twice the maximum export to that country in any 
previous years. The 1942 production, however, will be less than 
that of 1941.—The Royal Bank of Canada, Montreal. 


SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
Limited supply the following information on trade conditions in 
the Union of South Africa. 

Although general business turnovers have shown very little 
change recently, the trend where discernible is upward owing 
to the approach of Christmas ; quite an appreciable proportion 
of the present seasonal shopping represents gift parcels for 
despatch to recipients outside the Union. 

Activity in the secondary industries at most large centres is 
being maintained, especially at factories engaged on Government 
contracts and the production of foodstuffs. 

The Transvaal gold output for October (twenty-seven working 
days) was 1,165,964 fine ounces with a value, including the 
premium, on the basis of £8 8s. a fine ounce, of £9,795,097, 
compared with 1,235,784 fine ounces, with a value on the basis 
of £8 8s. a fine ounce of £10,380,586 for October 1941 (also 
twenty-seven working days). The average daily output for 
October 1942 was 43,184 fine ounces compared with 44,636 for 
the previous month ; the average daily output figure for October 
1942 was the lowest since January 1940, when the figure was 
42,055. 

Railway earnings from 11 October to 7 November amounted 
to £3,211,432 compared with £3,103,176 for the corresponding 
period of 1941. 


AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Farming conditions generally are fairly steady. Heavy rains 
fell over a wide area a few weeks ago and crop damage owing to 
hailstorms and frost was reported by a number of areas, especially 
in the Orange Free State and parts of the Transvaal. The 
summer prospects for several districts and other parts of the 
Union are favourable. 

Maize market conditions show little change apart from a 
slightly slacker flow of daily orders. The latest wheat crop 
reports state that rust has appeared in a few districts but that 
the general outlook is fair. 

Wool offerings at Port Elizabeth are well classed but not so 
well grown as the previous year; 110,000 bales have been 
appraised since September, and in view of the clearances so far 
it is believed that sufficient storage is available for the balance 
of the clip, which is estimated at 290,000 bales at that centre. 
Active conditions are reported at East London and Durban, and 
the condition of the clip at the latter centre is stated to be very 
good. The bulk of the combing clip for Cape Town has now 
arrived and it is expected that the appraisement will be com- 
pleted by the end of November. A small sale of mohair winter 
firsts was registered early in November, but the market has since 
been dormant. 

Hides and firm and unchanged. Sheepskins are steady with 
an upward trend and a strong demand for combings. Angoras 
show little change but goatskins are slightly firmer. 

Wattlebark is in fair demand from India and to a lesser degree 
Australia. The demand for bark extract has absorbed available 
supplies for prompt and forward shipment. 

The citrus season is approaching its close and shipments of 
oranges to date total 122,969 tons compared with 81,849 tons for 
the previous season.

EXPORT LICENSING 


EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (NO. 43) 
ORDER 1942 


Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 43) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2383, price ld.), which comes into force 
on 14 December 1942, control is extended to cover gloves 
(including shaped material for making into or lining gloves) ; 
teazles and additional types of fishing tackle and requisites. 

I. Licences will, in future, be required to export the following 
classes of goods to all destinations :— 

Gloves and shaped material for making into or lining gloves. 

(It should be noted that fabric gloves are no longer excepted 
from control.) 

Teazles, whether or not prepared for use in textile machinery. 

Il. The existing licensing requirements with respect to fishing 
tackle and requisites wholly or mainly of metal are superseded 
by the provisions that licences will, in future, be required to 
export :— 

Fishing tackle and requisites, the following :— 

Hooks, including hooks incorporated in baits or other articles. 

Other tackle and requisites (but not including deep sea fishing 
gear) wholly or mainly of metal.

INDUSTRY

NURSES’ UNIFORMS AND EQUIPMENT 


The Cloth (Making-up and Use) (No. 9) Directions, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2153, price 1d.) have been issued to permit 
the use of utility cloths in the making of nursing uniforms and 
equipment. The Directions permit the use of specified woven 
wool cloths for making nurses’ cloaks and storm caps, and reserve 
three woven non-wool cloths exclusively for nursing uniforms and 
equipment. Any of the remaining woven non-wool utility cloths 
may be used for nursing uniforms and equipment except those of 
which the specification number is 311 or 3110, 3119 or any 
number between these latter numbers. 


CLOTH (MAKING UP AND USE) DIRECTIONS 


MARGINS OF PROFIT 

In the Cloth (Making-up and Use) (No. 3) and (No. 5) Directions 
1942 (see the ‘* Board of Trade Journal” of 18 July 1942, page 
335 and of 17 August 1942, page 379, respectively), the margins of 
profit which may be taken by makers-up of garments from 
knitted cloth are laid down. For some types of garment different 
margins are in force for makers-up who are also knitters of the 
cloth and for those who only make-up cloth purchased from 
another manufacturer. These two Directions do not, however, 
specify different margins of profit for these two types of maker-up 
when the garments concerned are infants’ and girls’ apparel and 
women’s and maids’ underwear and nightwear made from the 
knitted rayon cloths specified in them. In the Cloth (Making-up 
and Use) (No. 11) Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2306, 
price ld.) the Board of Trade have now specified different 
margins of profit to be allowed to the two types of makers-up of 
these garments from knitted rayon cloths. 


GLOVES 


The quota for gloves controlled under Class D of the Apparel 
and Textiles Order, 1942,* will be continued for the month of 
December at the same annual rate as previously. An unregis- 
tered person who was a manufacturer of controlled gloves on 
1 September 1941, may make supplies during December to the 
value of £100. 

The following amendments will be made to the Gloves (No. 3) 
Directions, 1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 7 Sep- 
tember 1942, page 410) :— 

(1) Registered manufacturers may supply utility gloves against 
the whole or any part of their non-utility quota, but if they do so, 
their supplies of non-utility gloves msut be proportionately 
reduced. 

(2) 5 per cent. tolerance will be allowed in respect of the weight 
of the cotton simplex or duplex fabrics referred to in Utility 
Specifications Nos. 141 and 151. 

(3) In order to allow manufacturers to use up stocks of domes 
and buttons, authority will be given to registered manufacturers 
to count against their utility quota, children’s gloves which have 
one dome or one button, instead of sac wrist, provided that they 
conform in all other respects of Utility Specifications Nos. 131, 
132, 133, 151 and 152. 

The above amendments will come into operation on 1 December 
1942 and will be contained in the Gloves (No. 4) Directions, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2385). The Directions will not be on sale 
for several days. 


MATTRESSES AND QUILTS 


Quota 

The quota for bedding (Class J goods under the Apparel and 
Textiles Order, 1942)* for the period December 1942 and January 
1943 will be one-third of the quota under the Bedding (Manu- 
facture and Supply) Directions, 1942 (see the “‘ Board ‘of Trade 
Journal” of 30 May 1942, page 272). The rate of restriction is 
thus maintained at the previous level. 


Cot mattresses and quilts 

Registered persons will be allowed to supply free of quota 
utility pram and cot mattresses and pillows of the descriptions 
which are now specified. The General Licence (8. R. & O, 1942 
No. 2121, price 1d.) allowing the supply free of quota of utility 
cot quilts will be replaced by a General Licence allowing supply 
free of quota of utility cot quilts covered with rayon. 
Pillows and bolsters 

The prescribed weights of utility pillows and bolsters have been 
modified. For Grade A feather pillows and bolsters the weights 





* See the *‘ Board of Trade Seumal ” of 30 May, 1942 (page 271). 
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have been reduced and are now minimum gross weights instead 
of net weights of fillings. Grade B woollen flock or mill-puff 
pillows and bolsters are now regulated on the basis of minimum 
gross weights instead of minimum net weight of fillings. 
Prohibition of non-utility goods 

Manufacturers and wholesalers are reminded that under the 
Bedding Directions no person may manufacture any upholstered 
mattress, bolster, pillow, cushion, down quilt or other household 
textile containing stuffing except utility goods or sleeping bags, 
and no registered person may supply any such goods except 
utility gocds, sleeping bags or price-controlled quilts manu- 
factured before 30 June 1942 and marked in accordance with the 
licences issued under the Consumer Rationing (No. 8) Order, 
1942. 

These changes are incorporated in the Bedding (Manufacture 
and Supply) (No. 2) Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2387). 
The Directions will not be on sale for several days. 


LACE 


Changes have been made in the regulations governing the 
manufacture and supply of lace goods. As from 1 December 
1942 the following arrangements will apply :— 


Manufacture 

No person may manufacture lace goods of any description 
except for Government orders or under licence from the Board 
of Trade, or during the month of December 1942 only, the 
following goods : 

(1) Glass replacement fabric of a kind certified by the Minister 
of Works and Planning ; 

(2) Adhesive anti-scatter fabric of a kind certified by the 
Minister of Home Security : 

(3) Hair nets, other than boudoir nets or slumber nets ; 

(4) For the execution of export orders. 

After December licences to continue manufacture of these 
goods will be issued on the basis of raw material allocations. 
Supply 

The quota restriction on supplies (including use) is replaced by 
a prohibition on supply by any person to any person with the 
following exceptions :— 

(a) For Government orders. 

(b) Up to an aggregate of £500. 

(c) Under licence from the Board of Trade ; licences will be 
given in the first instance to allow manufacturers or wholesalers 
to supply the difference between £500 and one-third of their stock 
on 31 October 1942 ; 

(d) Glass replacement fabric of a kind certified by the Minister 
of Works and Planning. 

(e) Exports of mosquito and sandfly netting. 

(f) The supply of goods received after 30 November 1942. 

This means that there will no longer be unrestricted supplies 
between manufacturers and wholesalers or between manufac- 
turers and manufacturers of wholesalers and wholesalers. Every 
registered person, whether manufacturer or wholesaler, will be 
able to supply up to £500 worth of goods immediately on 
1 December, and thereafter the amount for which he received a 
licence from the Board of Trade. In addition he will be able to 
supply freely any lace goods of which he takes delivery after 
30 November, so that for instance if a wholesaler buys lace goods 
from a manufacturer (supplied by the latter within the £500 
limit or under licence) he will be able to pass on these goods 
without restriction to his own customers. A General Licence 
will be issued as soon as possible after 1 December to allow the 
supply of adhesive anti-scatter fabric of certain kinds or under 
certain conditions calculated to ensure that the material is used 
only for anti-scatter protection. 

Except for mosquito and sandfly netting, which remain without 
restriction, exports of lace goods will have to be included within 
the general amounts permitted to be supplied to home trade 
customers. Special licences, however, will be given for the 
supply of leavers lace and hairnet for which manufacturing 
licences are issued. 

The Lace (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 2) Directions 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2386) giving effect to these provisions will 
not be available for several days. 


WOOL CONTROL 


The Wool Control, in agreement with the Board of Trade, 
have instructed manufacturers and merchants that from 
26 November 1942, they must not deliver Utility woven wool 





cloth to designated makers-up otherwise than against U.C 
sub-certificates. An exception is made in the case of deliveries 
(a) against orders entered into and confirmed before this date, 
(b) against orders which manufacturers now hold but have 
not confirmed pending receipt of final rations for the current 
period. 
A similar requirement already governs supplies of Utility 
woven cotton and rayon cloths to designated establishments. 
The following Utility wool and cotton cloths are exempt from 
this arrangement for the present: specification 231, 232, 233, 
3070, 3701, 315, 316, 3150/3153, 3161/3164. These cloths can be 
obtained witbout certificates.
